Mr#  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  on  the  health  of  Disley  for 
the  year  ended  31  st  December  1953* 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  are  set  out  in  Tabular  form  in  Section  A. 
There  were  29  live-births  registered  during  the  year.  This  showed  a marked 
reduction  as  compared  with  the  previous  year  and  was  in  faot  the  smallest  total  for 
a number  of  years.  There  was  one  still-birth  registered.  Deaths  at  all  ages 
from  all  causes  totalled  31  # compared  with  44  during  the  previous  year.  It  is 
pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  again  that  there  was  no  death  attributed  to  Maternal 
Causes  during  the  year.  There  were  two  infant  deaths,  as  in  the  previous  year, 
but  the  reduced  number  of  births  has  the  effect  of  increasing  the  infantile 
mortality  rate  to  the  high  figure  of  68.97  per  thousand  live-births.  It  must  be 
pointed  out  that  where  numbers  are  small  these’ rates’  are  subject  to  violent 
fluctuations. 

There  were  a large  number  of  measles  cases  in  the  early  months  of  the  year, 
otherwise  the  number  of  infectious  cases  notified  was  small.  There  were  no 
deaths  from  any  of  the  common  infectious  diseases.  It  is  noteworthy  that  for  the 
fifth  successive  year  there  was  no  case  of  diphtheria.  The  facilities  available 
for  immunisation  against  diphthereia  and  whooping  cough  are  given  in  Section  B of 
the  report  and  the  numbers  of  children  immunised  are  to  be  found  in  Section  F. 

4 cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  for  the  first  time,  but  there  were 
no  new  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  no  deaths  from  either  form  of  the 
disease. 

During  the  year  45  samples  of  milk  retailed  in  the  district  were  submitted 
to  the  laboratory  for  examination.  1 7 of  these  were  examined  for  the  presence  of 
tubercle  bacilli  and  two  were  found  to  be  so  infected.  In  both  cases  action  to 
eliminate  the  danger  from  these  infected  milks  was  taken.  In  one  case  a notice 
was  served  under  Article  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1949  requiring  all 
the  affected  milk  to  be  pasteurised  before  sale.  In  both  cases  the  affected 
beast  was  traced  and  slaughtered. 

Sections  D to  H,  which  deal  with  the  duties  normally  undertaken  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  have  been  prepared  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  to  whom  I am 
indebted  for  his  help  in  this  respect. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee,  and  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  valuable  help,  so  readily 
given  to  me  during  the  year.

PHYSICAL  CHARACTERISTICS  OF  THE  AREA 

The  area  is  hilly  in  character  with  a wealth  of  pleasantly  wooded  slopes 
rising  from  a level  of  400  ft.  at  the  River  Goyt,  to  the  highest  point  of  1,01  8 ft. 
above  mean  sea  level.  On  the  northwest  boundary,  the  residential  area  of  Jacksons 
Edge  follows  roughly  the  line  of  the  700  ft.  contour. 

Through  the  oentre  of  the  area  runs  the  trunk  road  to  Stockport  on  the  West, 
and  Burton  on  the  East.  Development  has  always  tended  to  follow  this  road,  and 
along  its  length  most  of  the  building  has  at  various  times  taken  place. 

The  area  is  residential  in  character,  the  majority  of  the  residents  working 
in  Manchester  and  the  larger  tarns,  and  it  could  in  effect,  be  termed  a dormitory 
for  the  larger  towns# 

Agriculture  forms  the  basic  industry,  the  nature  of  the  country  side  lending 
itself  to  dairy  farming.  Many  of  the  local  inhabitants  are  employed  at  a large 
Paper  Mill  situated  in  the  valley  beside  the  Goyt.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 

Laboratory  Facilities  are  available  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Monsall  and  also  at  Stepping  Hill  Hospital. 

The  following  services  are  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority 
and  administered  by  the  North  East  Cheshire  Divisional  Health  Committee. 

Ambulance  Facilities  A 24  hour  Ambulance  Service  is  available,  being 
provided  by  the  Stockport  Corporation  and  Derbyshire  County  Council  on  an 
emergency  basis.

SECTION  C 

GENERAL  SANITAPJ  CIRCUMSTANCES 

1.  Water  The  area  is  supplied  by  the  Stockport  Corporation  Water  Under- 
taking and  most  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are  connected  to  the  mains. 

A few  farms  and  isolated  houses  situated  mainly  on  high  ground  are  supplied 
by  natural  wells  and  springs,  a few  having  bore-holes.  The  situation  of 
these  premises  and  the  physical  characteristics  of  the  land  render  the  cost 
of  laying  mains  prohibitive  and  an  almost  impossible  task. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  district  is  chemically  treated,  filtered, 
and  chlorinated,  and  is  subjected  to  frequent  bacteriological  and  chemical 
analysis  by  the  Stockport  Corporation  and  has  proved  satisfactory.  The  main 
road  and  lower  areas  of  the  district  are  supplied  from  Kinder  and  the  higher 
part  from  the  Goyt  Valley  supply* 

2.  Drainage  & Sewerage  The  greater  part  of  the  district  is  sewered  and 
two  sewage  disposal  works  are  owned  by  the  Council.  Most  houses  are 
connected  to  the  sewers  and  those  properties  which  are  not,  are  in  isolated 
positions.  During  the  year  Consultant  Sewage  Engineers  wei'e  instructed  to 
investigate  and  report  on'  the  sewage  disposal  works*

5.  Public  Cleansing  A direct  labour  refuse  service  is  operated  by  the 
Council  and  has  functioned  satisfactorily.  Refuse,  and  the  contents  of 
pail  closets,  have  been  collected  each  fortnight. 

Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  the  Council’s 
Tip  in  Greenshall  Lane.  After  discharge  the  refuse  is  raked  over  and 
covered  by  a layer  of  overburden  sand  and  the  face  of  the  tip  is  also  dressed 
with  sand. 

6.  Rodent  Control  A full  time  Rodent  Operator  is  shared  by  Disley  and  two 
neighbouring  authorities,  the  operator  working  at  Disley  for  a quarter  time. 
The  Council’s  sewers  were  treated  for  rat  infestation  during  the  year,  and 
the  infestations  were  again  found  to  be  slight.  The  sewage  works  and 
refuse  tip  were  inspected  regularly  and  treated  as  necessary.  Infestations 
at  the  refuse  tip  were  occasionally  of  a major  character. 

78  infestations  at  private  property,  25  business  premises,  and  5 
agricultural  properties,  were  treated.
